Claims 1-65 allowed. 

As to claims 1-64, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for detecting a feature of an object comprising the 
step of configuring a trapping potential in a position zone and performing a three- 
dimensional scan within a scan volume associated with the position zone using the 
scanning particle, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 and 34 
respectively. 

As to claim 65, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious an apparatus for detecting a feature of an object comprising the 
detecting system for detecting positions of at least one scanning particle which is 
trapped with a trapping potential and the particle carries out a three dimensional scan 
within a scanning volume, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
